A. Behymer, Who has examined the 
records covering a period of 22 years, 
put In evidence tables compiled from the 
records and testified to the following 
facta; 

IWwWiss? the Republic bid 7 cents, the 
game as this year’s bid of the Anzeiger, 
and the Counc!l! rejected it as excessive. 
On reletting the contract, it was award- 
ed to the Globe-Democrat at 4 cents. 

From 1887 to 1895, when there was com- 
petition between the German papers, the 
bids were low and close, the awards 
‘baie made at prices from 1 cent to 2% 
cents a line. 

In 1896 and 1897 there was “see-saw- 
ing’’ by the Westliche Post and the 
Anzeiger. One year the Westliche Post 
bid 2.99 cents and the Anzeiger bid. 6 
cénts. The next year they exchanged 
places, the Anzeiger bidding 2.9% cents 
and the Westliche Post 5 cents. 

That year ‘the Tageblatt bid 1.9 cents 
and attacked the circulation claims of 
the Anzeiger. The Anzeiger and West- 
licghe Post joined in an attack on the 
Tageblatt and succeeded in having its 
bid’ rejected, ‘and ‘the contract was 
awarded to the Anzeiger. 

Merger Brings an Advance, 

Before the next annual award the 
Tageblatt had been absorbed by the An- 
gzeiger and eliminated as a competitor. 
The result was that the contract had 


“A ‘to be awarded at 6 cents a line, an ad- 


vance of 3.06 cents from the year be- 
fore. The 6-cent bid was made by the 
Westliche Post. The Anzeiger, which 
had been awarded the contract the year 
before at 2.95, bid 10 cents. The Ameri- 
ka, which never had bid more than 4 
cents in 11 years, also raised its bid to 
10 cents. The Tageblatt, which had bid 
1.9 cents the year before, appeared un- 
der a new name, with John Sclfroers 
of the Anseiger as general manager, 
and. bid 8 cents. 

Reasons for the increase become more 
clear from the fact, as testified to, that 
on June 30 of that year (1898) articles 
of incorpordtion of i.e German-Amer- 


 fean Press Association were filed in the 


office of the Recorder of Deeds. They 
had been drawn April 4, 1898, but had 
been withheld until after the ‘“‘competi- 
tive’. letting.

Left Husband, Murdered and Companion 
Is Sought With Little Girl. 





Mrs. Harry Riechers, daughter-in-law 
of John P.. Riechers, a contractor, 3200 
University street, .as killed by repeat- 
ed blows with a hammer, in her home 
at Hot Spriggs, Ark., and lay dead 
in her parlor while Thomas McAnna- 
len, who took her buggy riding the 
day before the murder, fled with her 
three children, a girl and two boys. 
McAnnalen and the girl, Orgie, 9 
years old, are still missing and the au- 
thorities of: Arkansas and Texas are 
trying to find them. 

Mrs. Riechers was a handsome bru- 
nette, 30 years old. She lived with her 
husband at Fort Worth, Tex., until a 
month ago, when @he went to Hot 
Springs. 

McAnnalen arrived there about the 
Same time and they were. seen together 
frequently. 

Mrs. Riechers stayed at a boarding 
bcuse until 10 days ago, when she rent- 
ed the home in which she was mur- 
‘dered. 


Beaten to Death and Robbed. 


McAnnalen visited the house several 
times. Sunday afternoon he and Mrs. 
Riechers went riding together. In the 
evening he took Orgie for a walk. 
Monday afternoon he again went to 
the house. Mrs, Riechers sert the chil- 
dren into the yard to play, according 
t> the statement made by the 5-year-old 
son, Philip. 

Less than an hour later she was beat- 
en to death, her home was looted. a dia- 
mond ring and $250 in cash were stolen 
and her daughter was spirited away. 
Philip says after McAnnalen had been 
In the house about an hour he stepped 
into the’ back yard and said: 

“If you children will be good I will 
take you to the summer garden.”’ With 
the girl and the two. boys he went to 
Whittington Park, a resort near the out- 
skirts of the town. 


House Is Found Locked. 


They sat in the grandstand and 
watched a baseball game, Philip says. 
\“You stay right here,”’ McAnnalen said 
to the boys, “T am going to waen my 
hands. rie take Orgie with me.” Ho 
and the girl departed and the boys 
never saw them again. 

They waited until after, dark and then 
went home. They found the house 
locked up and there was no sage stasens 
to their knocks. 

Mrs. J. A. Harfis, whose home a.- 
joins that of Mrs. Riechers, took the 
boys In for the night. Tvesday morn- 
ing she sent her 12-year-oll $00,

Body Bruised; Home Looted. 
Near the body lay a hammer. The 
center of Mrs. Riechers’ forehead was 
crushed in. Her lips were lacerated as 


though she had been repeatedly struck 
in the mouth and all of the teeth on 
the left side had been knocked out. 

The bedroom adjoining-the parlor had 
been looted. Drawers’ were open. and 
clothing was scattered over the floor. 
The chiffonier, drawer in which were 
Mrs. Riechers’ money and jewelry. lay 
bottom up on the dresser. 

The kitchen. door was lecked on -the 
outside and the key was, gone. This 
was the door from which McAnnalen 
stepped into the yard when he offered 
to take the children to the. park. 

McAnnalen, when he first arrived in 
Hot, Springs, was recognized by Frank 
Olsen, @ painter. 

'“He’s ‘from Houston, Tex., and he is 
the partner of Billy “Devine, a well- 
known Character of Galveston.. 
der what he’s doing here,” said Olsen. 

That this identification is correct is 
indicated by the fact that in Mfs. 
Riecher’s effects were found .letters 
wifich seem to show that she had been 
in correspondence with Billy Devine. 
One of the letters from Devine says: 

“I called on the Governor of Texas to- 
day.”’ 

There are also letters from Mrs. Riech- 
er’s husband, showing they were not on 
good terms when she left her home. 

“All we know is that we received a 
telegram from our soh, Harry, saying 
that his wife had been murdered,” 
said Mrs. J. P. Riechers to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “‘My son has not lived 
in St. Louls In 10 years, and I have seen 
his wife only three times, when she 
made short visits here. Her home was 
at Terrell, Tex., and her maiden name 
was Ada Young. She was a widow 
when my son married her. I do not 
know the name of her first husband. 

“Orgie, the daughter, is my son’s 
stepdaughter.”’

Pefnsylvania, men holding certificates 
under the great seal of the common- 
wealth, has deliberately taken place?” 

The report of what had been done 
was lald before Col. Guffey by John M. 
Garman, former Democratic State chair- 
man of Pennsylvania, and ihe Pennsy!- 
vania member of the Credentials Com- 
mittee. All night he hed stood at the 
door of the eommittee room refused a 
place owing to the pencing contest, but 
always on guard without food or relief 
tnrough the early hours untill the final 
action was taken. His summary of the 
situation to Col. Guffey was this: 

“Bight of our Philadelphia deiegates 
have been unseated and eight contest- 
ants put in their places. Prior to this 
action, the Pennsylvania vote stood 32% 
for Guffey to 2%% for Kerr. But tak- 
ing off the eight Philadelphia delegates 
and adding the eight contestants gives 
Kerr 34% votes to Guffey'’s 32% votes, 
with Royall not voting, as he refuses to 
take sides. 

“The selection of Col. Guffey as mem- 
ber of the National Committee is re- 
ferred back to the Pennsylvania delega- 
tion, which means that if the Creden- 
tials Committee report is sustained by 
the Convention the anti-Guffey forces 
will make a new selection for a National 
Committeeman from Pennsylvania.” 


Statement From Guffey. 

Tmmediate stefbs were taken to 
carry the contest to the floor of the 
convention and Col. Guffey issued the 
following formal protest: 

“Pennsylvania's delegates 
this convention, elected under the 
statutes of Pennsylvania, their elec- 
tion being certified not alone by the 
commissioners of the district, but by 
the secretary of the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. Not a shadow of com- 
plaint was made as to any of these 
delegates. | 

“This delegation was certified to the 
National Committee by the chairman 
and secretary of the State Central Com- 
mittee of Pennsylvania. Notice of con- 
tests in a few districts was filed with 

“the National Committee. 

“A subcommittee of the National 
Committee was appointed and a full and 
absolute hearing given these contest- 
ants. 

“The subcommittee reported unani- 
mously in favor of the.certified dele- 
gation. The National Committee, as a 
body, unanimously, adopted the report 
of the subcommittee, and this aé¢tion 

_Made the right of Pennsylvania in the 
preliminary organization absolute. 

“Nothing could question their right to 
sit and participate in the business of 
the convention. The delegation, prior 
to the meeting of the convention, cau- 
' ‘eused for the purpose of organization, 
47 out of a total of 68 participating. 

“I was made chairman of the dele- 
gation and members of the various com- 
‘mittees for the convention were ap- 
pointed. I was elected a member of the 
“National Committee. Notwithstanding 
al! this regularity, the temporary chair- 
man of the National Convention refused 
to permit Pennsylvania's delegation to 
take part in the deliberations of the 
-¢onvention or on its committees, there- 
by disfranchising the sovereignty of a 
great State.’’

Multitude Cheers New York’s Famous Political 
Organization— Band Livens Things by Play- 
ing Dixie and Other Stirring Airs. 





CONVENTION HALL, 
DENVER, Colo., July 8. 

With the assurance of another perfect 
day and the promise of an interesting 
fight over the report of the Committee 
on Credentials, which Col. Guffey and 
his friends were generally expected to 
contest, the convention. crowd com- 
menced early to move toward the con- 
vention hall. All progress toward the 
Auditorium .was, however, impeded by 
a great parade of the Tammany men 
from New York, who, headed by a band 
and a number of gaudily attired In- 
dians, wound their way around the busi- 
ness section ‘of the city. 

About 1000 men were.in line, among 
them Leader Charles F. Murphy and 
other big men of Tammany. It was by 
far the largest parade which has so far 
occurred during the Convention. 

With Tammany out of the way, the 
crowd was able once more to proceed 
towardethe convention hall, and by 11:30, 
a half-hour previous to the time set 


for the opening of the proceedings, all }. 


the sidewalks were choked. 

While the day outsidé was very warm, 
the empty convention hall when the 
doors were opened was found to be fif- 
teen or twenty degrees cooler than the 
street temperature. 

Bryan Men Happy. 

The Bryan men came tramping into 
the Auditorium with cheerful faces and 
much laughter. The events of the night 
and early morning in the Committee on 
Credentials were much to their liking, 
anc they were more confident than ever 
of the ultimate success of their can- 
didate. 

The Georgia men, anxious still, in the 
face of apparently overwhelming odds, 
were late in arriving as they had held 
another caucus early toaay for the pur- 
pose of establishing a rallying point for 
the fight against Bryan. When Georgia 
arrived it became Known that the Geor- 
gia delégation was unable to reach a 
conclusion regarding the Democratic 
candidate for President. 

Another caucus will be held tonight 
to further consider the question. As 
constituted the delegation stands 3 
against Bryan and 3 for him. 

The seats of Pennsylvania were also 
sparsely filled, Col. Guffey and his fol- 
lowers being locked up at the Adams 
House, considering their best line of 
action in the face of the adverse report 
which the Committee on Credentials was 
preparing to bring against them. 


Labor Leaders Called For. 
Four times before the convention was 


called to order a gray-haired reading 
clerk, with stentorian voice, demanded 
to know from the platform if Samuel 
Gompers, John Mitchell or Mr. Duncan 
were in the house. 

“They are requested to come for- 
ward,”’ he said at first, but there was 
no response. 

The next time the clerk announced 
that the trio of labor leaders were want- 
ed by the committee on Resolutions 
and lastly he appealed that they re- 
port immediately at room 213, Brown 
Palace Hotel. 

The reading clerk caused some mer- 
riment by announcing in all serious- 
ness that if ‘‘Mr. Jones is in the house 
he is requested to call up ’phone Maine 
4200,’ ”” 

Temporary Chairman Bell reached the 
rostrum just before noon, while the 
band was playing “The Red, White and 
Blue,’ and there were combined cheers 
for the patriotic selection and for the 
first officer of the convention. 

‘Dixie’? came next from the band and 
drew out the usual burst of cheers from 
the Southern delegates. 

Clayton Comer Early. 

Among the early arrivals was Repre- 
sentative Henry B. Clayton of Ala- 
bama, soon to be named by the organ- 
ization committee as the permanent 
chairman of ‘the convention. He occu- 
pled a seat in the last row of chairs 
reserved for members of the National 
Committee. His .eyes were covered by 
heavy blue glasses, and he was some- 
what less fashionably attired than was 
Temporary Chairman Bell, who spoke 
yesterday. Mr. Clayton was the const: }t 
center of a group of men, tho called 
to pay their respects to the officer who 
is to yield the gavel through all the 
stormy scenes and all the periods of 
calm that lie before the convention, 
after the struggle over the credentials 
report has been decided. 

Col. Guffey Cheered. 

Col. Guffey walked down the center 
aisle to his place in the Pennsylvania 
delegation at 12:10, and got a cheer from 
a number of delegates tn his vicinity, 
He also was surrounded for some little 
time by a group of friends, who appar- 
ently wanted to know what plan of ac- 
tion had been decided upon by the Penn- 
sylvania leader. 

During all the time the delegates 
were finding titcir seats, the band kept 
up a constant stream of music. A wide 
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variety of selection were offered, and 
whenever the leader had a doubt, he 
turned on a new supply of “Dixie,” and 
always got a responding shout. ‘The 
Star-Spangled Banner,” oft repeated, 
shared -honors with the old Southern 
song. 


Marching Clubs in Hall. 
At 12:20 o’clock,.when the convention 


had not yet been called to order, it 
was announced that thé marching clubs 
would be permitted to march through 
the hall as soon as the opening prayer 
had been delivered. Arrangements for 
the entrance and exit of the paraders 
were hastily carried out under the direc- 
tion of the sergeant-at-arms. 

It was just 12:26 when Chairman Bell 
began vigorously to rap for order and 
to direct that the congested aisles be 
cleared.. 

“The convention will come to order,”’ 
he shouted time and time again, while 
the hum of voices continued. 


Pounding for Order 
Chairman “Bell, after pounding with 


his gavel for 10 minutes, delivered a 
short address demanding that order pre- 
vail in the convention, repeating for 
the fiftieth time: 

“Gentlemen, take your seats.” 

While he was speaa.ng almost abso- 
lute silence prevailed, and his threat 
of ‘‘no business will be transacted un- 
less quiet is restored’’ was made to 
the people who were making no noise 
of any kind. 

“Gentlemen, please be seated,’’ he re- 
peated, and at last: “The officers of 
the convention will see that gentlemen 
take thelr seats and clear the aisles," 
while the gavel continued its pounding 
impromptu conferences seemed to be in 
progress in all parts of the delegates’ 
section, and it was some time before 
the participants heeded the frantic ap- 
peals of the chairman. 


Delivers Invocation. 

Chairman Bell, promptly seizing his 
opportunity, introduced the Rev. Chris- 
tian F. Reisher of Grace Methodist 
Church, Denver, tne chaplain of the 
day, who delivered the following invo- 
cation: 

“Oh, Jehovah, God.of nations, Father 
of all mankind, we look to Thee. We 
thank Thee for the good world in which 
he walk and work. We thank Thee for 
the nation’s ideals. We thank Thee for 
the on-going of victory and righteous- 
ness. We thanx Thee for our noble 
sires and the noble roles which we as 
a nation have been permitted to play 
in these latter day affairs. 

“Bless the delegates here assembled. 
Give them wisaom for their labors. 
Save them from yen org and dodging. 
Fit us all to fight stiffly and hopefully 
for the square thing. Enable these dele- 
gates to act as Goc’s stewards. Shape 
under their hands a platform a step 
higher than any ever yet adopted. Di- 
rect the voting minds to a candidate 
who can stand squarely upon it and 
think and work and fight until the 
citizens of our glorious nation step up 
to its higher plane. We believe Go 
and want Thy way. \ May we all be 
clean-handed, high- ee and do a 
full man’s work for humanity and glory 
of God, amen.” 

The Rev. Mr. Reisler spoke in a 
stronre. deep voice, and as he conclud- 
ed was greeted with an outburst of ap- 
plause, particularly from the Indiana 
and New York delegations, although it 
was genera’ throughout the convention. 

“The Milwaukee and. other marching 
clubs will pass through the hall,’’ an- 
nounced the chairman, and as the last 
words left his lips the strains of ‘‘Dixie”’ 
floated into the auditorium,and a cheer 
broke from the crowd as the first Bryan 
ne was swung through the 
door. The*convention band caught up 
the dying strains of ‘Dixie’ as the 
marching band passed out of a door op- 
posite the one by which it entercd. 

Rules Committee Reports. 

As the last of the parade passed out, 
Chairman Bell again ordered that the 
aisles be cleared, and when this was 
done the chairman said: 

“The chair recognizes Senator Thomas 
F. Grady of New York, chairman of 
the Committee on Rules.’ 

Senator Grady, Sian a the platform, 
announced in a few words that he pre- 
sented the report and for the adoption 
of which he rv.oved. It provided that the 
convention shall be governed by the 
rules of the Democratic convention of 
194. The report was adopted unani- 
mously by a viva voce vote. 

Tribute to Jones, 

“Now, gentlemen,” said Mr. Bell, ‘‘it 
appears that the committees are not 
ready to report at this time, so the 
convention will dispose of some minor 
business. The chair recognizes W. H. 
Martin of Arkansas.” 

Mr. Martin presented, on behalf of 
the National Committee, a resolution of 
regret and tribute 1» the late James K. 
Jones, former chairman of the com- 
mittee, 

After the resolution had been read, 
Mr. Martin spoke briefly of Senator 
Jones’ capabilities and eminent service 
to the Democratic party.

DENVER, Colo., July 8—Willlam J. 
Bryan's views as to what the Demo- 
cratic national platform should contain 
are before the subcommittee charged 
by the convention with the work of 
drafting that document. The Resolu- 
tions Committee, to which the sub- 
committee reports, will report the plat- 


form to the convention Thursday morn-~ 


ing.

Gov. Haskell of Oklahoma, chairman 
of the Resolutions Committee and of 
the subcommittee, spent more than an 
hour early this morning reading to the 
group of men who constitute the sub- 
committee what Mr. Bryan had written 
in the form of planks, and what he 
had telegraphed to the Governor as 
suggestions for planks whose phrase- 
ology is left to the subcommittee, 
should it be deemed wise to incorpo- 
rate the suggestions. 

Mr. Bryan’s views on the injunction 
plank, as thus transmittted, are that 
the plank should begin with the state- 
ment that the party resents any at- 
tempted reflection upon the judiciary 
of the country; that not only are the 
courts themselves created by law, but 
their jurisdiction and authority are de- 
fined by law, as well as their rules of 
procedure. 

To Re-Einact Old Law. 

The position of the party on the sub- 
ject, if the platforms of 1896, 1900 and 
1904 are to be indorsed; the further pro- 
vision is made that in contempt cases 
the trial is to be before a judge other 
than the one issuing the writ; and, 
most important, the plank is to declare 
for the re-enactment of the Federal law 
requiring notice to be given before such 
preliminary injunctions shall issue, pre- 
cisely as it existed before 1874. 

Mr. Bryan made a subsequent sug- 
gestion for this plank, to the effect that 
it might be well to provide that no in- 
junction or restraining order shall re- 
main in force for a period longer than 
three days, and that the hearing on such 
order shall be before two judges. 

Mr. Bryan also believes an expres- 
sion should be made to the effect that 
circuit and district courts should not 
have the power to suspend the rights of 
the State; that the right of appeal in 
such cases should lie. 

For Emergency Currency. 

In his currency plank suggestion Mr. 
Bryan asserts that the Treasury funds 
were used as an emergency aid to force 
through Congress a bill which has failed 
to give protection to the 15,000,000 de- 
positors of the country. The belief is 
expressed that the needs of commerce 
require an emergency currency; that 
such currency should be issued and con- 
trolled by the Federal Government and 
leaned to national and State banks un- 
der proper guarantee.

DENVER, Colo., July 8—It Became 


cony speech of DaVid R. Francis on the 
Cleveland memorial resolution was made 
with the foreknowledge and approval of 
William J. Bryan, and that the form 
of the resolution was the result of a 
conference, sought by Mr. Bryan, which 
Gov. Francis stopped at Lincoln to hold 
with the candidate. 

The Francis boom for the vice-presi- 
dential nomination has been greatly ad- 
vanced by the scene of yesterday, when 
the Missourian, himself a former leader 
in the anti-Bryan wing of the Democra- 
cy, urged both Eastern and Western 
men to ‘‘bury all dissensions of the 
past.”’ * 

Goy. Francis, who had intended to 
come straight to Denver from St. Louis, 
got a telegram last Saturday from Mr. 
Bryan, asking his presence at Lincoln. 
He started at once, instead of waiting 
until Sunday night, as he had intended, 
and proceeded at once to Fairview. 
There he found Mr. Bryan in consulta- 
tion with Gov. Folk and Gov. Higgins 
of Rhode Island. From these visitors 
the candidate excused himself to receive 
Gov. Francis, and was in conference 
with him more than two hours. 


Made Resolution Stronger. 

Mr. Bryan submitted to Gov. Francis 
the copy of a Cleveland memorial reso- 
lution drawn by himself. It was limit- 
ea to personal praise of the departed 
ex-President, and contained no refer- 
ence to either of his administrations. 

Gov. Francis expressed his conviction 
that the resolution should be more com- 
plete and specific than the Bryan draft. 


He prevailed -on.Mr. Gryan to consent 
to a revision which made the resolution 
state that Mr. Cleveland, ‘‘by his able, 
conscientious and forceful administra- 
tion of public affairs, reflected honor 
upon his country and upon his party.” 

After his arrival here, Gov. Francis 
undertook an even more difficult task 
than he had just accomplished at Fair- 
view. This was to conciliate Judge 
Parker and other anti-Bryan men and 
keep a rival resolution from being of- 
fered. This, Gov. Francis felt, would 
have made harmony impossible. 


“Won Parker Over. 

The resolutions to which Gov. Francis 
had won Mr. Bryan over, was placed 
before Judge Parker, and he was per- 
suaded to assent to it. He did this by 
withholding his own contemplated reso- 
lution, and by speaking, at the demand 
more of the spectators than of dele- 


gates, on the resolution which was 
adopted. 

Gov. Francis, who spoke just before 
Judge Parker, said: 

‘“‘Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the Con- 
vention: I rise to speak to the resolu- 
tions presented, to do henor to the 
memory-*and credit to the life and serv- 
ices of Grever Cleveland. He was my 
friend and if I failed te give utterance 
to my feelings upon this occasion I 
should be derelict to my duty and rec- 
reant to the impulses of my heart. But 
I speak to those resolutions not only 
because he was my friend, but because 
I was a member of his official family. 
I think that this convention will honor 
itself by doing credit to his memory 
and it can do justice to him without 
reflecting upon the living. 

“A man who for eight years adminis- 
tered the affairs of this great country 
with honer to the country and to him- 
self, as these resolutions state, is wor- 
thy of being honored by any assem- 
blage of American citizens. A man 
who has been honored by the Demo- 
cratic party more than any other man 
has by that organization, and having 
been named in the consecutive contests 
as its standard bearer, is worthy of 
recognition by any assemblage of Dem- 
ocrats. A man who has held for two 
terms the highest honor within the 
gift of the people of the world is worthy 
of all honor. 


Defended the Faith. 

‘Il am not here to* pronounce a 
eulogy upon Grover Cleveland. No reso- 
lutions, in my judgment, commending 
his life and services could be too strong. 


He defended the faith of the fathers. 
He preserved inviolate the prerogative 
of the executive, and never intrenched 
upon the rights of the judiciary or the 
legislative branches of the Government. 

‘“‘He made the first courageous fight 
against trusts and monopolies of this 
country by his celebrated tariff message 
of 1887. And he was not deterred from 
sending that message to the Congress 
of the United States by being told that 
it would jeopardize his election and the 
success of the party. He sent the mes- 
sage to the Congress of the United 
States because. he knew it was right, 
and, if it was right, he knew that he 
and the party could afford to wait. 
Defeat ensued, but, after four years 
rolled around the Democratic party and 
the people of the country approved of 
that message and ratified his action by 
re-electing him President of the United 
States. 

‘“‘He was always able to steer the ship 
of state safely between the rocks of 
communism of wealth and socialism or 
anarchy. He was tne first President of 
the United States after Monroe who 
gave expression forcibly and estab- 
lished beyond all cavil the Monroe Doc- 
trine. 

Pleads for Harmony. 

“Now, my iriends, this great Demo- 
cratic party which we here represent 
which honored him by making him our 
standard-bearer, as I have said, for 
three consecutive elections, has always 
been successful when united. Let us 
now bury all of the dissension of the 
past. Net only every Democrat, but 
every citizen of the United States should 
be proud of the record that this great 
ga bene has made. 

‘His courage was beyond question, his 
ability all acknowledge.

CHAMP CLARK 
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Leader’s Consent to Selection 
of Clayton as Permanent 
Chairman Amazes Folk. 





POST-DISPATCH BUREAU,

Tn consenting to the’ selection of Con- 
gressman Henry D. Clayton of Alabama 
for permanent chairmnan of the Demo- 
cratie Navonal Convention, Gov. Folk 
of Missouri und his associates on the 
rermancnt ovyanization committee ex- 
periunced tne full force of the William 
J. Brvan steam roller. 
But when it became known that sit 
ably a majority of the committee, ac- 
cording to Gov. Folk, favored the Mis- 
souri man for permanent chairman. 
Congressman Clayton’s representative, 
8. H. Dent Jr. of Alabama, presented a 
letter from William J. Bryan for the in- 
formation of the committee. 
In this communication sent from Lin- 
coln 10 days ago, Mr. Bryan notified 
Congressman Clayton that he would be 
permanent chairman of the convention. 
Folk Was for Clark 
Through a misunderstanding all of the 
committeemen failed to put in an ap- 
pearance at the Fraternal Hall, where 
they were scheduled to meet. The read- 
ing clerk announced from the platform 
that the meeting was to be in Gov. 
Folk’s room, with the result that when 
the members finally did get together 
2%) out of 56 committeemen were absent. 
When the meeting was called to order 
Gov. Folk arose and moved that Con- 
giessman Clayton be selected by accla- 
mation for permanent chairman of the 
convention. 
‘‘Personally,”’ said the Governor, “I 
was of the opinion that another man, 
Congressman Clark of Missouri, should 
be chosen for this honor, others seemed 
t> be of that: opinion, too, but in view 
of Mr. Bryan’s wish, I think that no 
orposition should be offered to Congress- 
man Clayton.” 

Gov. Folk said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “If I did not believe that it 
would embarrass William J. Bryan, I 
should have placed Congressman Clark 
in nomination for permanent chairman. 
Congressman Clayton is a good Demo- 
crat, an able leader and all that, no 
doubt, but we don’t know much about 
him. 

“However, I was sure that Clark was 
the best man for the place. At the same 
time, it should be made clear that Mr. 
Clark did not seek this honor. In fact, 
he requested myself and others not to 
present his name, as he said that he 
and Clayton were warm _ personal 
friends.”’ 














«BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
DENVER, Colo., July 8.—The demands 
of organized labor and ,other large in- 
terests were presented to the entire 


Resolutions Committee at a meeting pre- 
ceding that of the Subcommittee of 
Nineteen. Samuel Gompers and John 
Mitchell were the principal speakers 
before the committee. 

The labor leaders presented for the 
consideration of the committee the sug- 
gestions which were tendered to the 
Resolutions Committee of the Chicago 
Republican Convention and asked that 
they be incorporated in the platform. 

Addressing the committee in support 
of the resolutions, Mr. Gompers spoke 
of their failure to secure recognition at 
Chicago. 

“We asked them for bread, and we re- 
ceived a stone,”’ he said. The Repub- 
lican declaration, he declared, was an 
indorsement of the existing abuse of law. 
He asked the Democrats either to leave 
the subject entirely out of their plat- 
form, or to adopt a’real remedy for the 
wrongs complained of. 

Amend Sherman Law. 

He reviewed the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the hatters’ case, hold- 
ing labor unions to be trusts or illegal 
combinations in restraint of trade, under 
the anti-trust law, and made an earnest 
plea for an amendment of that law. 

He declared it had never been con- 
templated that the Sherman law should 
apply to those who toil, but that, on 
the contrary, it was intended to con- 
trol combinations dealing with the 
products of: labor. 

On the subject of injunctions, Mr. 
Gompers said the laboring man mere- 
ly asked equity. “We do not ask for 
special privileges,’’ he said, “but mere- 
ly for justice and equality. We insist 
that the injunction be not made an in- 
strument of oppression.’’ He contended 
that the law, in its ordinary operation, 
was sufficient to protect the public 
against any crimes laboring people 
might commit. 

Pledges Labor’s Vote. 

Mr. Gompers said that, if the Demo- 
cratic party would assist in righting 
these two wrongs, it would make it 
possible for labor to stand with it\La- 
bor could afford to wait for the other 
reforms suggested. “If you will do 
what we ask, you will electrify our 
hearts,’ he said in conclusion, ‘aad 
we will be with you.” 

When Mr. Gompers had concluded, 
George Fred Wiuams of ..assachu- 
setts asked him how far the principles 
he had been arguing for were indorsed 
by_organized labor.

Pair Betrayed in Confession of 
Prisoner Three Months 
Ago. 








Join C. Cole and Clem Hanney, both 
of Scott County, Missouri, are charged 
with having robbed the Postoffice at 
Morley, Mo.,, Jan. 24 last, in Federal 
warrants issued Wednesday.

7-Cent Bid Rejected. 

This year an attempt was made by 
the Anzeiger to get 7 cents. The bid 
was rejected. The Anzeiger bid 5% 
cents for a temporary contract, but bid 
7 cents again on the reletting, which 
provoked the investigation. 

As showing the large amounts in- 


volved in the operations of the Piun. 
derbund, Mr. Behymer testified that 


on the basis of 360,000 lines a year, 
the cost to the city for the German 
printing at the lowest bids for the 11 
years before the consolidation would 
have been $63,684, whereas at the bids 
for the 11 years following the consol- 
idation the cost would be $250,099, an 
increase of $186,616 as the rake-off of 
the consolidation, And, as the cost of 
360,000 lines a year at the bids of the 
English papers for the 11 years since 
the consolidation of the two German 
papers would aggregate only $123,984, 
the excess of the cost of the German 
printing over the English printing for 
the pertod would be $126,316. 

His testimony showed also that 
highest price at which a contract has 
been awarded to an English paper in 22 
years is 6 cents, and that the average 
price for the 22 years is 51-3 cents, 
whereas the average cost for German 
printing for the 11 years before the con- 
sclidation was 2% cents, and, for the 
11 years after the consolidation, 62-3 
cents. 

Former Cashier Testifies. 

Herman <A. Berkemeier, formerly 
cashier of the German-American Press 
Association, testified that the Anzeiger 
and the Westliche Post are published 
by the same coxporation, and that they 
made contracts that he knew of as low 
as 4 cents a line for commercial adver- 
tising of much less quantity than the 
city contract. He could not state posi- 
tively whether lower rates were made. 

He said that the translators did other 
work when not translating. 

George Mockler, secretary of the City 
Council, in testifying, read from the 
journal of the Council the report of the 
committee that investigated the Ger- 
man bids in 1901, as follows: 

“The committee finds that the award 
made to the German-American Press As- 
sociation (Westliche-Post) at 8 cents a 
line, while on the lowest bid of any 
newspaper published in the German 
language, is made at an unreasonably 
high figure, and your committee cannot 
as now advised recommend the con- 
firmation thereof, and they ask further 
time for its investigation. 

Prices for Ten Years. 

“Your committee further report that 
they caused the Comptroller of the city 
to submit to them a written report of 
the prices paid during the last 10 years 
for city printing in the German lan- 
guage, and the cost of such printing per 
year. 

“It appears by such report that the 
highest price paid prior to the year 1897- 
8 was less than 3 cents per line, and 
that in 1895-6 the Westliche Post did 
tLis printing at 1% cents per line, or 
less than one-sixth of its present bid. 

‘It further appears from such report 
that the total amount paid for German 
printing in 1891-2 was only $3942.61, while 
in 1900-1 it reached the figure of $23,854,- 
83, an increase of 60 per cent. 

“From inquiries made by your com- 
mittee, they are strongly impressed 
with the belief that the exorbitant bids 
made for city printing during the last 
two years (1899 and 1900) by newspapers 
published in the German language are 
the result of a combination, which, if 
unchecked, will prove highly detri- 
mental to the city’s interests. 

“Your committee therefore respect- 
fully recommends that the Council in- 
vest them with power under the pro- 
visions of Section 31, Article 3, of the 
City Charter, and Section 1314 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1897. to make in- 
vestigation of the question under con- 
sideration, with authority to send for 
persons and papers. 

“Respectfully submitted,

Mr. Mockler, City Register Regan and 
Walter Dryden, secretary =f the Board 
of Public Improvements, testified to the 
ample time allowed for translating and 
printing the proceedings in German. 

Mr. Mockler said that the German pa- 
pers charged for more lines than the 
icnglish papers printing the same mat- 
ter, because their type Was larger. He 
said no proof was furnished him by the 
German‘ papers and he did not know 
whether the proceedings were published 
correctly nor whether the translating 
was done intelligently. 

Walter B. Carr, secretary of the Re- 
public, and Thomas M. Uollingshead, 
business manager of the Globe-Demo- 
crat, testified that advertising rates 


were based on quantity and quality of 
circulation. 


More Effusions of Dignity. 
Mr. Schroers’ letter to the committee

Plan Proposed Is to Combin2 
Yellow Pine Interests of 
the South. 





Lumbermen of the South and South- 
west who want to conserve the forests 
so bad that they are willing to form a 
trust to do it are in secret session at 
the Mercantile Club, talking conserva- 
tion and combination. 

There are at least forty, maybe fifty, 
on hand. They are all agreed that the 
forests should be conserved, and that 
they are the boys to do the conserving, 
but there is also manifest a strong dis- 
position to conserve funds at the same 
time. <3 

In other words, it is hard to get the 
money. And it is pretty hard to merge 
without money. 

The conservation trust is to be some- 
thing like a $273,000,000 affair, but the 
conservers are only expected to put up 
enough to pay off the bonded indebted- 
ness and the current debts of the com- 
ponent organizations. These amount to 
. $42,000,000, and unless when the plate 
is passed that much comes in, the de- 
struction of the forests will have to 
proceed apace. 

Mecting Adjourns, 

After talking an hour and a quarter 
the lumbermen who had met to get 
together were further apart than when 
they started. In the hope of heading 
off the sentiment against saving the 
forests right away, a recess of 15 min- 
utes was taken. The members gathered 
in knots in the hall and corridor and 
told each other why they were opposed 
to the plans of conservation proposed 
by the Organization Committee. 

The principal complaint was that 
there had been a change of purpose. 
Whereas the tip had gone forth orig- 
finally that they were going to con- 
serve the forests and the prices at the 
Same time, it now seemed that the for- 
ests were going to be looked after and 
the prices left to look out for them- 
selves. 

Plan to Boost Prices. 

The change of front, according to re- 
port, is thet the committee went too 
far when it announced that President 
Roosevelt and the Attorney-General 
‘were for it. The fact is, it ig said, that 
the Government at Washington under- 
stood that the purposes of the lumber- 
men were altogether philanthropic, and 
that when it was found that there was 
also an incidental purpose of boosting 
the prices a very emphatic communica- 
tion was received from the vicinity of 
Washington. 

The sentiment expressed by members 
during the recess was that if there was 
not going to be conservation of prices 
there was not much use of conserving 
anything. 


McLeod Hard at Work, 

Nelson W. McLeod, who was Gov. 
Folk’s manager in his gubernatorial 
campaign, is having a hard time to 
organize the “philanthropic combine.” 

Though he goes about with capital- 
istic catnip in his hand calling, “Here, 
money, money, money; nice little money, 
g00d little money,” he can’t coax enough 
shekels from the strong boxes to float 
his pet scheme, a $273,000,000 trade or- 
ganization modeled after the United 
States Steel Corporation, sometimes 
thoughtlessly called the Steel Trust. 

After two meetings of the Organiza- 
tion Committee, one at the Mercantile 
Club and the other in the office of the 
Frost-Trigg Lumber Co., in the Wright 
Building, Tuesday afternoon, Mr. Mo- 
Leod announced that there seemed to 
bo little hope of carrying out his plan 
to merge the interests of all of the yel- 
low pine growers, manufacturers and 
shippers south of the Mason and Dixon 
line. a 

Only a few of the committee of 2 at- 
tended the meetings. Some of the ‘‘com- 


* munity of interest” organizers sent re- 


“grets and it was stated that others were 
at the Democrati¢ National Convention 
in Denver. 

Following former meetings of lumber. 
men in St. Louls, members of the or- 
ganization committee went to Washing- 
ton and conferred with President Roose- 
velt and members of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s staff, with a view of arranging 
the details of the merger, so that it 
would not conflict with the anti-trust 
laws. The impression was given that the 
plan had the sanction of President 
Roosevelt, so far as it would result in 
the conservation of the forests.

‘Technical Questions Asked at 
House Committee Hearing 
on Franchise. 





BIG SUPPLY PROMISED 





Promoter Says 10,000,000 Cu- 
bic Feet Will Be Furnished 
St. Louis Daily. 





Twenty-two questions generally be- 
lieved to have been prepared by an at- 
torney for the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
were put by members of the House df 
Delegates Committee on Public Im- 
provements to James O. Rodgers who, 
with other capitalists, is seeking a fran- 
chise to supply St. Louls with natural 
gas, during a hearing on the bill, Tues- 
day. 

Delegate W. J. Brennan, chairman of 
the Committee, explained to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the interrogations 
were handed to him by his associates. 
The other members of the Committee, 
however, disclaimed authorship of them, 
while denying that they had been com- 
posed by any representative of the La- 
clede company. 

When the bill was in the Council a 
number of questions similar to those 
asked Mr. Rodgers by the House Com- 
mittee were asked him by Councilman 
Norvell, At that time Mr. Norvell an- 
nounced that the interrogations were 
furnished by the Laclede Gas Light Ca. 


Questions to Benefit Laclede. 
According to Mr. Rodgers the ques- 


tions were intended to elicit from him, 
for the benefit of the Laclede company, 
just what fields and options he and his 
associates control and the extent of their 
financial backing. 

The questions showed considerable fa- 
millarity with conditions in the gas ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma.and Kansas, and it 
is believed that whoever prepared them 
had made a study of the situation. 

In substance the queries sought to 
disclose In what flelds Rodgers and his 
associates had their wells, what was 
the volume of the supply they con- 
trolled, with what companies they had 
contracts, how long they expected to be 
able to furnish gas to St. Louis, whether 
the proposed two 16-inch mains will be 
sufficient, whether other cities were to 
be supplied, how it was intended to 
overcome Oklahoma's law forbidding 
the piping of gas beyond the State’s 
confines and who are the incorporators 
of the company seeking the franchise. 

Rodgers Claims Big Supply. 

Rodgers replied that he had ample 
capital; that the supply of gas was as- 
sured by contracts and options cover- 
ing an output of 300,000,000 cubic feet 
daily; that the expert estimates showed 
gas enough to meet a consumption of 
10,000,000 cubic feet a day in St. Louis 
for 40 years, five years longer than the 
life of the franchise sought, and that 
$20,000,000 will be spent in laying pipes 
to St. Louis and building pumping plants 
before any streets are disturbed. 

Ben Westhus, Dr. W. H. Cotton and 
Ford Smith of the Milllon Club urged 
the committee to report the bill favor- 
ably. The committee failed to do this 
Tuesday night. Chairman Brennan said 
the committee had not had time in which 
to consider the measure. 

The Council has passed a bill giving 
to the highest bidder a franchise for 
supplying natural gas in St. Louis. A 
like bill was passed on the subject of 
city lighting, the contract for which will 
expire Sept. 1, 1910. Councilman Nor- 
vell of the Council's Committee on Pub- 
lic Improvements said that these bills 
will give an opportunity to those who 
wish to enter the competition either for 
the privilege of selling gas or electricity 
in St. Louls. The Council has already 
passed the bill granting a franchise to 
Mr. Rodgers and his company.

The candidate declares the efforts of 
Mr. Hawes to get him to withdraw have 


not damaged his chances. In fact, Mr. 
Connett says, it has helped as much a6 
hurt him and that the honors are even. 

The Mayor’s secretary declares that 
the objections to him advanced by his 
opponents are the very reasons good 
citizens should support him. His state- 
ment follows: 

“For the past six weeks Mr. Hawes 
has been industriously circulating the 
statement that I cannot win in the can- 
didacy fothe office of Circuit Attorney, 
and that 1 should withdraw from the 
race, 

What Hawes Concedes. 

“The effect politically has been as 
beneficial as it has been detrimental, 
and, without passing upon the motive 
which proinpts this contention made by 
him, I disagree with its logic. Mr. 
Hawes, and those who share his views, 
concede that my official record is unim- 
peachable, that my personal character 
is above reproach, and that my ability 
is equal to thatof the other gentlemen 
opposing me. 

‘‘The only objection to my candidacy, 
they say, is that I shall fail to get the 
support of a certain element in the par- 
ty, and therefore cannot win.

The step taken by the Count yester- 
duy, which generally has been misun- 
derstood, is merely a preliminary skir- 
mish. 

This was not a formal demand for the 
custody of the children, but an after- 
math of the removal last week by the 
Count of his son, Jay, from the resi- 
dence of his former wife at Versailles. 

Wants All the Children. 

Maitre Bonnet, counsel for the Count, 
yesterday afternoon petitioned the 
court to reindorse his client's right to 
retain Jay temporarily on account of the 
child’s illness and because of the in- 
sufficient care he was receiving at Ver- 
sailles during the absence of his mother. 

Maitre Bonnet told the correspondent 
of the Associated Press today that a 
decided move would be made in a few 
days, when he would ask the court to 
give the custody of all the children to 
the Count on the ground that the Prin- 
cess de Sagan was not a suitable pro- 
tector for them, insomuch ag she is 
under the complete domination @nd con- 
trol of Prince Helie de Sagam who is 
unworthy to hold the position of father 
to the children.

MAYOR IS _ SATISFIED 





Measure Deprives Him of Ap- 
pointive Power and Com- 
pensates Commission. 





The bill authorizing the Municipal As- 
sembly to establish a public service 
commission was sent to the City Coun- 
efl Wednesday, after having passed the 
House of Delegates Tuesday night. As 
the Council does not meet until next 
Tuesday, the fate of the bill in that 
branch of the Assembly will be in doubt 
until that time. 

Not a negative vote was cast when 
the bill was ‘put on its passage in the 
House of Delegates. Three delegates— 
James T. Brennan, Frank Hussey and 
William H, Langdale—were absent. 

There was no debate on the measure, 
and Delegate Fay was the only mem- 
ber who made any remark in connec- 
tion with the vote. Delegate Fay said 
that, while he was opposed to the 
amendment depriving the Mayor of 
power to appoint one of the five com- 
missioners, he would do nothing to im- 
peril the measure. 

Priesmeyer Supports Bill. 

Fear of reorganization was an impor- 
tant factor in the combine’s failure to 
put any further obstacles in the way 
of the bill. Delegate Fred W. Pries- 


| “meyer was at considerable pains before 





guns and 


the House met to declare himself for 
a commission and the bill which the 
delegates have passed. It was Pries- 
meyer who was chiefly active in urg- 
ing the amendments that have been 
added to the bill by the House, and 
his friendliness to the commission has 
mever been very warm or noticeable. 

In the form in which it leaves the 
House, the bill contemplates a commis- 
sion of five, three of whom are to be 
named by the Council and two by the 
House of Delegates, within 60 days after 
the Mayor's approval of the ordinance. 
Two of the Commissioners appointed by 
the Council and one by the House are 
to serve but two years and the others 
four years. The salary of each is to be 
$2500 a year. 

Reports by the commission are to be 
made at tire end of an Investigation 
into pny one subject, at least once in 
cix .nonths and whenever requested by 
either branch of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. 

Council’s Ideas Dropped. 

It was in the foregoing respects that 
the bill was amended by the House. ”As 
passed by the Council five members, 
two appointed by the Council, two by 
the House of Delegates and one by the 
Mayor, were to constitute the commis- 
sion, which was to have been appointed 
within 10 days after the approval of the 
ordinance. 

The Commissioners were to serve 
without compensation, for terms coinci- 
dent with those of Councilmen and Dele- 
gates, and might report to the Assembly 
“at least once in six months.”’ 

Some members of the Council were in- 
sistent in their demands for a commis- 
sion named wholly by the Mayor. They 
accepted the bill dividing the appointive 
power between the Municipal Assembly 
and the Mayor as a compromise. Coun- 
cilman Crunden was one of those who 
waived his objections in the interest of 
harmony between the House and the 
Council. 

Councilman Ewing is dipleased with 
the amendment shearing the Mayor of 
authority in the selection of a commis- 
gion. These Councilmen may fight the 
concurrence in the House’s amend- 
ments. But the Mayor does not object 
to the changes, and most of the other 
Councilmen, however, are likely to sup- 
port the bill, despite their preferences 
for a commission named by the Mayor, 
and this will insure its passage.

Charles W. Pfeiffer, 48 years old, of 
2398 Whittemore Place, who shot him- 
self above the heart at his home, is at 
the Deaconess Hospital, Sarah street 
and West Belle place, with small chance 
of recovery.

A shooting affray which ended a meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the 
Horseshoers’ Protective Association in 
Ed Butler’s office at Tenth and Walnut 
streets, was the subject of a heated 
trial in Judge Tracy’s court Wednesday.

of Hans Wagner, and that remarkable 
brain of Yan Anderson which led its 
possessor into that famous, unequaled 
feat of stealing second with second and 
third occupied. 

But how seldom one hears of the base- 
ball—ahem!—leg. Many persons allude 
to this adjunct of the human frame 
as the “‘limb,’’ but it is childish to 
bough to such prejudice. Nevertheless, 
the leg plays a great part in our na- 
tional pastime, but you never hear one 
Say such-and-such a player has a good 
leg—always that he is a fast map. 

Of Many Varieties. 

Baseball legs are of many varieties, 

although analysts have sifted them 


down to three fundamental types. The 
Hamiltonian, the Crossonian and the 
Wagnerian. 

The Hamiltonian derives 
from him who first made the type 
famous, Billy Hamilton. In architecture 
it is inciined to the Holland variety, 
rising from about a number 12 base 
with a broad sweep of curve in the back 
and a strictly straight front. arg arriy- 
ing at the cornice a lesser uistance 
from the base than js usually considered 
correct by the more aesthetic. This 
sort of leg is vulgarly known as the 
piano’’—no, we are not stringing you. 
It is the sort affected by Hickman of 
the Cleveland C.ub today. It is slow 
to get in motion, but once under way 
is liable to stop any time. 


And Still Another. 


HEN there is the Crossonian, 
Which style ‘is most nearly 


reached by Monte Cross. Jt is an 
economical sort of leg, in that the frame 
work is only sparsely populated by 
muscle. In fact, tne man for whom the 
type was named had extreme difficulty 
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its name 





in making his shoe tops fit closely with- 
out lapping the flaps twice. 

Its utility rests in the fact that when 
in action the least possible surface is 
exposed to the drives of opposing bats- 
men, leaving the hands freer to make 
clean muffs. 

The third and last basic type, the 
Wagnerian, is really a misnomer. It 
was first introduced into the game by 
Lave Cross, who is today the best 
known living specimen of this sort of 
baseball leg. lor .ear of confusing it 
with the variety named after M. Cross, 
.t Was called the Wagnerian. 


Couldn’t Drive Pigs. 
Hans Wagner was permitted to immor- 
talize this truly remarkable style. This 
is the type that is arched outwardly— 


convex, so to speak, on the long axis. 
Such legs, when supporting their owner 
in an erect position, have about four 
inches separating the krees. It is the 
type which, according to Charles 
Reade, ‘adds so little to beauty and 
contributes so greatly to strength,”’ al- 
though we don’t really understand how 
Charles in his day and clime could 
know much about the great American 
baseball leg. 

Perhaps the most important use to 
which the leg is put in baseball is found 
in the case of the umpire. The um- 
pire, so to speak, is always putting his 
foot In it, and occasionally he has to 
trust to his legs to get him out. Some 
of our best sprinters have been devel- 
oped in this manner. Another purpose 
which the umpirical shin bone serves 
at times is that of backstop. The 
choicest and swiftest foul tips are fre- 
quently stopped by his shins, thus obvi- 
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ating much running for the ball on the 
part of the pigtail. 

For the player the most important 
use to which the leg may be put is in 
kicking. If properly applied when pro- 
tests are made to the umpire, its argu- 
ment is bound to be felt. A secondary 
usage is in running the bases. The stand- 
ard types are not altogether conducive to 
speed; but whatever the style, the pos- 
sessor of a pair of fast movers may 
reasonably consider himself well heeled. 

The only sort of leg that has yet to 
be observed in the national sport is the 
blackleg—may it never appear.

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HILE from all sides comes the 
W assurance that the American 
sprinters will sweep everything 
before them at the Olympic games, right 
here in St. Louis Dick Jarrett of British 
and local fame in the athletic world, 
raises a little cry against the overconfi- 
dence of the Americans. Tom Aitken, 
Triple A’s veteran trainer, winner of 
the famous Sheffield handicap in his 
day, and one of the best allround ath- 
letes that ever came out of England to 
this country, backs up Jarrett. Says the 
latter: 

“I don’t know what sort of track they 
have planned for games over there, but 
I do know that turf is the preference of 
English runners, and if the 100, 220 and 
440 events, or their metric equivalents, 
are decided on turf, the Americans will 
have to look out.. I understand that the 
conditions are governed by English 
rules and there is therefore a chance 
that the turf track will be employed for 
sprints. 


“‘Americans will find trouble with this 
style, of course. They beat Cartmell on 
it and they beat Arehie Hahn once, 
through the same cause. America is 
sending a cloud of fast men like Rec- 
tor, Cartmell, Smithson and the others, 
but they will do well to take three pairs 
of shoes with long, medium and very 
short spikes, for wet, dry or turf tracks. 

**T understand the Yankees intend tour- 
ing England, Scotland and Wales, par- 
ticipating in the big open events there. 
If they do they may expect the turf for 
the hurdles and sprints and also need 
not be at all shocked if they are 
trimmed. 

“This man Morton will make them all 
go some on any track and it only takes 
one man to win. If they. crowd three or 
four Americans into oné heat they will 
quickly squeeze out the strength of the 
Yankees and when the final is run there 
is likely to be as many Englishmen as 
Americans in it. 

“England will walk away with the 
distance events, so the weights and 
field supremacy of the Americans will 
probably give the American team the 
chempionship. But it would be a hard 
blow to America to be defeated at the 
game which it considers itself best in- 
trenched.’’

‘When historians come to deal with the political 
events of 1908 they will be compelled, in consider- 
ing Democratic support of Mr. Roosevelt, to in- 
quire whether this was due to lack of Republican- 
ism on the part of the President or to lack of 
Democracy on the part of the Democrats.

When the weather gets cold and food 
searce they band together in small 
parties, perhaps of rour or five indi- 
viduals, and then assail anything, even 
a bear or a panther. . 

A bull elk or bull moose, when on its 
guard, makes a most dangerous fight; 
but a single wolf will frequently master 
the cow of either animal, as well as 
domestic cattle and horses. In attack- 
ing such large game, however, the 
wolves like to act in concert, one spring- 
ing at the animal's head and attracting 
its attention, while the others hamstring 
it. Nevertheless, one such big wolf will 
kill an ordinary horse. 


A Horse Murder. 


A man I knew who was engaged in 
packing into the Coeur d’Alene once 
witnessed such a feat on the part of a 
wolf. He was taking his pack train 
down into a valley when he saw a horse 
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loose by another packing outfit, be- 
‘cause it became exhausted. He lost 
sight of it as the trail went down a 2ig- 
zag, and while it was thus out of sight 
he suddenly heard it utter the appalling 
scream, unlike and more dreadful than 
any other sound, which a horse only ut- 
ters in extreme fright or agony. The 
scream was repeated, and as he came 
in sight again he saw that a great wolf 
had attacked the horse. 


The poor animal had been bitten ter- 
ribly in its haunches, and was cower- 
ing upon them, while the wolf stood and 
looked at it a few paces off. In a mo- 
ment or two the horse partially re- 
covered and made a desperate bound 
forward, starting at full gallop. Imme- 
diately the wolf was after it, over- 
hauled it in three or four jumps, and 
then seized it by the hock, while its legs 
were extended, with such violence as to 
bring it completely back on its haunch- 
es. It again screamed piteously; and 
this time with a few savage snaps the 
wolf hamstrung and partially disem- 
bowelled it, and it fell over, having 
made no attempt to defend itself. 


I have heard of more than one inci- 
cent of this kind. If a horse ts a good 
fighter, however, as occasionally, al- 
though not often, happens, it is a most 
difficult prey for any wild beast, and 
some veteran horses have no fear of 
wolves whatsoever, well knowing that 
they can either strike them down with 
their fore feet or repulse them by 
lashing out behind. 

Wolves are cunning beasts and will 
often try to lull their prey into unsus- 
picion by playing round and cutting 
capers. I onee saw a young deer and 
a wolf cub together near the hut of the 
settler who had captured both. The 





wolf was*just old enough to begin to 








feel vicious and bloodthirsty, and to 
show symptoms of attacking the deer. 
On the occasion in question he got loose 
and ran toward it, but it turned and 


began to hit him with his forefeet, 
seemingly in sport; whereat he rolled 
over on his back before it and acted 
like a puppy at play.

mastery. From that moment he was 
the read-haired queen’s abject slave. 
Turning his back on Rome, he went 
with her to Egypt. 

There the man who had won death- 
less renown as general, statesman and 
orator entered on a Ufe of luxury and 
wild extravagance. He not only par- 
doned Cleopatra, but proclaimed her his 
wife (despite the fact that he already 
had a wife at Rome), lavished his for- 
tune upon her and gave her rich prov- 
inces and kingdoms that belonged by 
right to the Roman republic. The two 
lovers held feasts that were the scandal 
of the world. At one of them Cleopatra 
dissolved and drank a_ $1,000,000 pearl.

Huating Foxes. 


Where there are no domestic animals 
wolves feed on almost anything from a 
mouse to an elk. They are redoubted 
enemies of foxes. They are easily able 
to overtake them in fair chase and kill 
numbers. If the fox can get into the 
underbrush, however, can dodge 
around much faster thar . wolf, and 
so escape pursuit. Sometimes one wolf 
will try to put a fox out of a cover 
while another waits outside to snap 
him up. Moreover, the wolf kills even 
closer kinsfolk than the fox. When 
pressed by hunger it will undoubtedly 
sometimes seize a coyote, tear it in 
pieces and devour it, although during 
most of the year the two animals live 
in perfect harmony. 

I once myself, while out in the deep 
snow, came across the remains of a 
coyote that had been killed in this man- 
ner. Wolves are also very fond of the 
flesh of dogs, and if they get a chance 
promptly kill and eat any dog they can 
master—and there are but few that they 
cannot. Nevertheless, I have been told 
of one instance in which a wolf struck 
up an extraordinary friendship with a 
strayed dog, and the two lived and 
hunted together for many months, be- 
ing frequently seen by the settlers of 
the locality. This occurred near Thomp- 
son's Falls, Mont. * * .* 

Whether wolves run cunning I do not 
know, but I think they must, for coy- 
otes certainly do. A coyote cannot run 
down a jack rabbit; but two or three 
working together will eften catch one. 
Once I saw three start a jack, which 
ran right away from them; but they 
spread out and followed. Pretty soon 
the jack turned slightly, and ran near 
one. of the outside ones, saw it, became 
much frightened and turned at right 
angles, so as soon to nearly run into 
the other outside one, which had kept 
straight on. This happened several 
times, and then the confused jack lay 
down under a sage brush and was 
seized. * * *® 

Though I have never known wolves to 
attack a man, yet in the wilder portion 
of the far Northwest I have heard them 
come around camp very close, growling 
sO savagely as to make one almost ré- 
luctant to leave the camp fire and go 
out into the darkness unarmed. 


Lured by Camp Smell. 


Once I was camped in the fall near a 
lorely little lake in the mountains, by 
the edge of quite a bread stream. Soon 
after nightfall.three or four wolves 
came around camp and kept me awake 
by their sinister and dismal howling. 

Two or three times they came so close 
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to the fire that I could hear them snap 
their jaws and growl, and at one time 
I positively thought that they intended 
to try to get into camp, so excited were 
they by the smell of the fresh meat. 
After a while they stopped howling, 
and then all was silent for an hour or 
so. I let the fire go out and was turn- 
ing into bed when I suddenly heard 
some animal of considerable size come 
down to the stream nearly opposite me 
and begin to splash across, first wading, 
then swimming. It was pitch dark 
and I could not possibly see, but I felt 
sure it was a wolf. However, after 
coming half way over it changed its 
mind and swam back to the opposite 
bank; nor did I see or hear anything 
more of the night marauders. 

Five or six times on the plains or on 

my ranch I have had shots at wolves, 
always obtained by accident and al- 
ways, I regret to say, missed, Often 
the wolf when seen was running at full 
speed for cover, or else was so far 
off that though motionless my shots 
went wide of it. 
*But once have I with my own rifle 
killed a wolf, and this was while trav- 
eling with a pack train in the moun- 
tains. We had been making considera- 
ble noise, and I never understood how 
an atiimal so wary permitted our near 
approach. He did, nevertheless, and 
just as we came to a little stream 
which we were to ford I saw him 
get on a dead log some thirty yards 
distant and walk slowly off with his 
eyes turned toward us. 

The first shot smashed his shoulders 
and brought him down. 


Dogs Outclassed. 

The wolf is one of the animals which 
can only be hunted successfully with 
dogs. Most dogs, however, do not take 
at all kindly to the pursuit. A wolf is 
a terrible fighter. He will decimate a 
pack of hounds by rapid snaps with his 
giant jaws, while suffering little dam- 
age himgelf; nor are the ordinary big 
dogs, supposed to be fighting dogs, able 
to tackle him without special training. 

I have known one wolk te kill a bull- 
dog which had rushed at it with a single 
snap, while another which had entered 
the yard of a Montana ranchhouse slew 
in quick succession both ef the large 
mastiffs by which it was assailed. The 
immense agility and ferocity of the wild 
beast, 
toothed jaws and the admirable train- 
ing in which he always is give him a 
great advantage over fat, small-toothed, 
smooth-skinned dogs, even though they 
are nominally supposed to belong te the 
fighting classes.

T. R. MeMechen, editor of the Ameri- 
can Aeronaut, who has contracted with 
Henry Farman, the greatest aeroplane 
man in the world, to come to this coun- 
try for a series of exhibition flights,

New York and St. Louis. Will divide 
expenses. Answer,”’ 

A. Kaufmann, manager of the Amer- 
ican Aeronaut, sald Wednesday: ‘‘We 
tried to contract with Delagrange to 
come here while he was champion of 
the world, but he refused. Then we con- 
tracted with Farman, the great Eng- 
lish aeroplane fiyer. 

“After we had signed with him he 
broke the world’s record and became 
the champion and then Delagrange 
wished to come to this country, too. If 
he wishes to appear in conjunction 
with Farman Mr. McMechan may con- 
tract with him.

Declines Shown in Condition 
of Both Winter and 


Spring Crops. 





RESERVES ARE SMALL 
Poorer State of Corn and Oats 
Believed Offset by Higher 
Prices. 





The Government crop report, received 
at the Merchants’ Exchange at 1 
o’clock, makes the condition of winter 
wheat 80.6 per cent of a normal, com- 
pared with 86 per cent on June 1, 198 
and 78.3 on July 1, a year ago. 
condition of spring wheat is 89.4 per 
cent, compared with % on June 1 and 
87.2 a year ago. 

The condition of corn is 82.8 per cent, 
against 81.6 per cent in 1907, and the 
acreage 100,996,000 acres, an increase of 
1,065,000 acres, or 1.1 per cent, 

The condition of all wheat is 83.9 per 
cent, and the amount remaining in 
farmers’ hands is 5.3 per cent of tast 
year’s crop or 33,797,000 bu. 

The condition of oats is 85.7 per cent, 


year ago. 

The report caused somewhat of an 
upturn in wheat futures, prices advanc- 
ing to fair gains in the last 15 minutes 
of trading: The market up to the time 
of the report’s arrival was very dull, 
but closing prices were %c to %c higher 
for the day. 

The approaching Federal report kept 
speculators out of the market very gen- 
erally during the forenoon, and as a re- 
sult conditions in the pit were very 
quiet. Trading was light, and prices, 
after showing a downward tendency at 
the start, by noon had recovered to 
about steady leveis. 

The opening was quiet and easy, the 
feature mainly resporisible for scattered 
selling being the extremely good weath- 
er which prevailed throughout practical- 
ly all of the grain producing states of 
the country. Liverpool cables were %d 
lower early, which, though relatively 
steady, rather tended to Increase the 
bearish tone at the opening and pit 
operators were further influenced te sell 
by the fear that hedging sales would 
become general ou the arrival of the 
official report from Washington. The 
early market was dul] and lstless and 
prices gradually eased off to fractional 
declines. 

Sentiment seemed about evenly di- 
vided, but towards the middle of the 
forenoon a bullish view of the situation 
began to creep in, and, assisted by sev- 
eral immediate conditions which rather 
fayored a higher trend, prices reacted 
from the moderate dip. 

Reports from the Northwest stated 
that considerable nervousness is arising 
there in regard to the lack of rain in 
the Jim River Valley in North Dakota. 
Reports as to the spring wheat crop 
have generally been unusually favorable 
so far this year, but unless the needed 
moisture arrives within about ten days 
serious damage is apprehended in the 
above named sections. Exceptionally 
fine conditions as far as the weather 
was concerned was reported in ac- 
tically all other parts of the belt, how- 
ever. 

Continental cables showed a good 
tone, the good consumptive demand et 
crop damage complaints being  stiil 
noted in these markets. Berlin wheat 
closed \4c higher and Budapest wheat 
1%c oye and these factors, tegether 
with the good bulge in corn, cau a 
recovery from the lower levels. 

Prices ranged back to about a level 
with the previous day’s close, and 
there settled down to a very dull and 
featureless movement, the trade hav- 
ing almost completely fallen off until 
the official crop figures were received.
